Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Newington: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  the  Newington  public  schools. 

The  people  of  Newington  have  reason  to  be  proud  of 
their  school  building.  Attractive  and  convenient,  with 
schoolrooms  large,  airy,  well-lighted  and  comfortable,  it 
will  provide  when  fully  equipped  a  very  satisfactory  place 
for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  town. 

Newington  is  likewise  fortunate  in  its  teachers.  Al- 
though I  have  served  you  only  four  months  I  have  come  to 
respect  highly  the  ability,  the  faithfulness  and  the  hearty 
spirit  of  co-operation  which  your  teachers  have  shown  in 
their  work. 

My  work  has  been  to  aid  the  teachers  by  removing 
hindrances  to  their  work  and  by  suggesting  to  them  better 
methods  in  their  work. 

I  have  been  issuing  from  the  office  weekly  bulletins 
comparing  the  attendance  and  punctuality  of  the  pupils  of 
the  32  schools  and  7  districts  of  the  Union. 

These  show  that  the  work  of  the  teachers  of  Newing- 
ton was  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  regular  and  punctual 
attendance.  Many  parents  have  shown  commendable 
faithfulness  in  the  regularity  of  their  children's  attendance, 
but  too  often  some  parents  have  allowed  their  children  to 
be  absent  for  insufficient  reasons.  The  only  sufficient  rea- 
son in  the  eyes  of  the  law  is  personal  illness  on  the  part  of 
the  child  itself.  While  illness  of  the  mother  might  in  an 
emergency  be  deemed  an  excuse  for  absence,  yet  other  ar- 
rangements must  be  made  promptly  so  that  the  child  may 
return  to  school.  The  weather,  especially  during  this  fall 
and  winter,  should  not  have  prevented  attendance  except 
for  very  young  or  frail  children  and  to  them  only  for  a  day 
or  two.  Certainly  work  at  home  and  disinclination  of  the 
child  to  attend  should  not  be  counted  a  sufficient  reason. 
Many  calls  on  parents  have  been  made  to  explain  the  ne- 
cessity for  regular  attendance,  and  a  gradual  improvement 
is  noted. 
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An  intelligence  examination  was  given  to  the  pupils 
of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  that  the  teacher  might 
know  the  mental  ability  of  the  classes  and  the  pupils,  and 
thus  better  fit  the  length  and  difficulty  of  the  lessons  to 
their  capacities.  In  this  test  the  children  of  Newington 
showed  rather  unusual  ability  and  obtained  marks  decided- 
ly above  the  average. 

An  arithmetic  test  was  given  to  the  5th,  6th  and  7th 
grades.  This  test  was  given  in  the  same  day  to  pupils  of 
the  same  grades  in  nearly  all  the  towns  of  Massachusetts. 

The  monthly  bulletins  have  been  continued.  A  series 
of  teachers'  meetings  to  discuss  school  problems  and  the 
best  methods  of  instruction  has  been  begun. 

Believing  that  the  use  of  spelling  textbooks  by  the  pu- 
pils is  economical  of  the  time  of  both  teacher  and  pupils 
spellers  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  all  pupils  of  the 
grades  3  to  6  inclusive.  A  new  International  dictionary 
has  been  purchased. 

The  public  library  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  schools 
and  we  appreciate  their  co-operation. 

Through  the  willing  service  of  the  teachers,  hot  lunch- 
es have  been  served  to  the  pupils.  This  we  feel  contributes 
materially  to  the  health  of  our  children. 

I  am  confident  that  the  citizens  of  Newington  will  be 
anxious  to  complete  the  task  begun  with  the  building  of 
the  beautiful  school  house  and  will  contribute  the  money 
necessary  for  the  proper  grading  of  the  grounds  and  the 
setting  out  and  care  of  the  shrubs  essential  to  the  bringing 
out  of  the  natural  beauty  of  the  school  plant. 

In  order  to  make  our  schools  as  efficient  as  the  people 
of  Newington  desire  them  to  be  it  is  necessary  to  do  more 
than  to  provide  a  suitable  house  and  well-trained  teachers. 
There  must  also  be  provided  up-to-date  equipment  and 
books,  children  properly  nourished  and  clothed,  the  right 
spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  hearty 
support  of  the  school  officials.  To  secure  all  of  this  is  the 
big  job  of  the  superintendent.  I  solicit  the  help  of  all  cit- 
izens of  Newington  in  the  effort  to  bring  about  this  happy 
result.
